Rumors on Water 
Costs All Wet 


More arguments in favor of hav- 
ing West End residents join the 
MWD were given before the Chi- 
no Water Basin committee Fri- 
day. 

Cc. C. Elder, hydrographic en- 
gineer for MWD, said rumors that 
costs would be exhorbitant are 
wrong. He recommended that 
| West End residents figure their 
own approximate costs. 
|! Elder said that MWD water 
will cost each property own- 
er about 30 cents an acre foot 
for both back and current MWD 
taxes. He estimated that users in 
the Chino area will have to pay 
$11 to $12 an acre foot for the 
water used. 

Information was also given on 
the amount that areas can obtain 
from MWD. Each community will 
be allowed all the MWD water it 
needs so long as other member 
districts are not adversely affect- 
ed, Elder said. 

He added that there has never 
been need to limit the amount to 
one area because of a_ possible 
shortage in another, and that 
whenever demand increases addi- 
tional water can be provided in 
six months or a year. 

Another advantage to becom- 
ing an MWD member is that mem- 
bers have priority over those who 
only have a contract to buy wa- 
ter and that money can be saved 
by those who belong. 

William E. Walk, attorney for 
the committee, plans to go over 
a rough draft of a petition ask- 
ing that an election be called for 
membership in MWD with Coun- 
ty Counsel Albert E. Weller.

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British Envoy 
Urges More ‘We’ 
In Democracies 


British Ambassador Sir Oliver 
¥ranks urged more ‘we’ ana less 
“they” in uemocratic governmen.s 
as a bulwark against Communist 
aggression, when he spoke Friday 
night under the sponsorship of the 
Associated Colleges at Claremont. 

Sir Oliver discussed the place 
of education in a world whicu has 
had the Kussian two-word idea 
thrust upon it. He said that unti: 
the democratic people would taixe 
an individual interest in the work: 
ings ot their governments, anc 
look upon government action as 
something “we have done,’ tne 
threat or Communist supremacy 
would remain. © 

“We've lost -confidence in the 
ability of men in their own desu- 
nies,’ said Sir Oliver. “We must 
recognize the risks and uncertain- 
ties of world problems as we ente1 
the atomic age, if we are to con- 
trol it and not be controlled by it.’ 
MUST BEAR PROBLEMS 

in discussing what education 
could do to cvercome the apathy 
the democratic people have to- 
wards their governments, Sir 
Oliver said that people must. be 
taught to embrace their responsi- 
bilities, and that their minds must 
be trained in accuracy of thought. 
He added that people must learn 
to bear, individualiy, the problems 
of their governments. 

Sir Oliver said that greater in- 
terest in the education of ycung 
people was a responsibility of the 
home as much as it is a responsi- 


bility of the school. He explained | 


that if the “we” and not the “they’ 
idea is to succeed in government, 
the home and the school must 
“enlarge the understanding ana 
ignite the imagination so that it 
jumps the are from ‘we’ to ‘they’.’ 

“It is up to them to lead out 
the student, to educate the moral 
responsibility of the individual in 
what he says, thinks, and does. 
As we control ourselves, we shall 
use all the fruits of science for 
the benefit of mankind. The 
atomic age will usher in a better 
life for all men everywhere,” he 
said. 
DEGREE GIVEN 

Preceding Sir Oliver's address, 
President E. Wilson Lyon of Po- 
mona College ccnferred upon him 
the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Letters. Pomona is the oldest of 
the four Associated Colleges at 
Claremont which sponsored Am- 
bassador Franks. Also present cn 
the speaker's platform were the 
presidents of the other colleges in 
the association: Dr. George ©. S. 
Benson; president of Clarenjont 
Men’s College and provost of 
Claremont Graduate School; and 


Dr. Frederick Hard, president of 


Scripps Ccllege. 

Following his prepared speech, 
Sir Oliver answered several ques- 
tions from tke floor on British 
economic and Anglo-American re- 
lations problems. The main theme 
of his address had been on the 
duties of education in an atomic 
age world, a topic on which he 
has autheritative opinion since he 
was provost of Queens College, 
Oxford, before being drafted into 
government service. The question 
period enabled his audience to ap- 
preciate“ his wide knowledge of 
international problems. 
ANSWERS QUESTIONS 

“Britain will need United States 
help until 1952," Sir Oliver said 
emphatically, in answer to a ques- 
tion from the floor. He p2inted 
out that this was the period set 
for the completion of the over-all 
European Recovery Program. 

“This will be our period of re- 
covery, too, the pericd in which 
we urge your help,” Sir Oliver 
said. 

In answer to a question as to 
why the United States’ should con- 
tinue to aid a country which is 
“today Socialist and tomorrow 
Communist,” Sir Oliver said that 
he could not answer it in the sense 
of the> question, because he did 
not believe that the British gov- 
ernment today. is any “half-way 
step to communism.” 

“Traditional beliefs are not go- 
ing faint in Britain,” he said. He 
added that Britain still has a two- 
party system and that both par- 
ties are still heavily interested 
in individual freedoms.
